METALS IN THE HUMAN BODY 

The human body contains, among 
other constituents, about two pounds 
of phosphorus, which is essential to the 
health of the bones and the vigor of 
the brain. This phosphorus, if extract- 
wand put to another use, would make 
up about four thousand packages of 
friction matches, 

Besides phosphorus the body contains 
a few ounces of sodium and half an 
ounce of potassium. The quantity of 
the latter would be sufficient for many 
experiments in a class in chemistry. 

n addition to sodium and potassium 
there are a few grains of magnesium, 
enough to make the ‘‘silver rain’? for 
a family’s stock of rockets on a Fourth 
of July evening or to create a brilliant 
tight visible at a considerable distance. 


THE EXPLORATION OF THE 
BRAHMAPUTRA 

In his presidential address before 
the Royal. Geographical Society asi 
May, Major Leonard Darwin named 
three fields in which the explorer may 
yet hope to win renown by robbing the 
unknown of its romance—the South 
Pole, the interior of Arabia, and the 
bend of the Brahmaputra. 

The reasons why the siege of the 
South Pole has been so painfully pro- 
tracted are sufficiently obvious; a 
glance at the map of Arabia shows a 
blank space of formidable dimensions, 
which, even if the country were less

SAWS WITHOUT TEETH 

Ordinarily speaking a saw without 
teeth would be of little or no use, but 
for certain mechanical purposes it has 
been found that even a circular dise 
of thin iron, without teeth, can be used 
to cut substances very much harder 
than the iron, 

A circular saw of iron about eight 
inches in diameter, turning at the rate 
of ten meters per second, will be torn 
or cut by a steel tool, but when that 
speed has been increased to something 
like twenty-five meters per second, the 
same steel will have no effect on the 
iron dise, and when the speed is still 
increased to about sixty meters, much 
harder materials than steel can be cut 
without showing as much as a mark on 
the edge of the iron dise. 

Such saws are not a new discovery, 
as they were used nearly a century ago, 
but in some of the modern factories, 
and especially in some of the shops 
where great steel pieces have to be cut 
very accurately the toothless iron saw

Pearl 
experts whg had been looking at it 
nodded their heads wisely. As it dried 
out the tint and lustre changed, The 
owners put it in a vial full of water 
and left it there for thirty days. When 
they looked at it again they were 
sadder and wiser men. The pearl was 
covered with little snow-flake spots. 

Panic-stricken, they searched for a 
buyer. They received bids of about 
$500, and finally a pearl speculator paid 
them $1,500 for it. They were out 
$1,500, their time, and travelling ex- 
penses. The speculator knew that the 
pearl was worth little with the freckles 
on it, but he gambled that when a layer 
or two of the outer skin had been taken 
off he would have a pearl of perma- 
nent lustre. Whether he won or lost 
he did not divulge. 

A pearl has the hardness of lime- 
stone, and a sharp knife or three- 
cornered fire is used to peel it. It takes 
good eyesight, a hard thumb to hold the 
gem, and the ‘‘nerve’’ and skill that 
will permit one to give just the right 
pressuro and no more. If the point 
should slip through the first skin and 
scratch the inner, and the inner skin 
were lustrous, the mark would ruin the 
value. <A pearl is always smaller after 
peeling, of course. The risk is taken 
on pearls of large size and no lustre or 
with splotched surfaces. Big money 
has been made, big money has been lost 
in peeling pearls. It is the great 
gamble of the pearl broker. 


A CHINESE COLUMBUS 


According to a Chinese chronicler, 
Hui Sen, who lived in teh sixtn cen- 
tury of the Christian era, North 
America was known to the Chinese un- 
der the name of Fusang or Fusu. It 
was said to be a continent lying 6,500 
miles to the east of Asia, The chronicle 
states that in the year 453 five Buddhist 
priests sailed from China for Fusu, 
landing in Mexico, where they taught 
their religion to the natives, built 
temples, and set up enormous statues 
of their goods all over the country. 

Traces of a Mongolian civilization 
have been found in Mexico. There ex- 
ists in particular a statue of a god re- 
sembling not the Aztee god, but one of 
the grotesque deities of the Chinese. 


LIGHT ON THE GARDEN SNAIL
